Mr.. Manning, whose form has been

has-been notified by officials of the 
company that his name will go on the 
retired list the first day of August. 
Then he can take his ease, with no 
other obligation to the railroad than 
that he present his claim each month 
for the pension allowed him.

Manning says it will amount to more 
than *16 a month, bu* just what it 
will be he is unable to tell. It may 
reach $19. His place will be filled by 
a Mr. Kile, formerly telegraph oper- 
ator at Gnadenhutten. His arm be- 
came useless from work at the instru- 
ment and the company has given him 
this place until he recovers. He will 
spend the last week of July with Mr. 
Manning at the Main street crossing, 
learning the duties of his new posi- 
tion and gaining valuable information 
regarding protection to life and prop- 
erty at that ooint- 
Forty-three years ago John Manning 
entered the employ ofxhe company as 
track walker. It was also bis duty to 
look after the lights, and in all kinds 
of weather he was out. 
Coal mines 


were opened at Beech Hollow, and he 
was transferred to that place where 
he worked 14 years coaling engines. 
Then he was put at section work, 
and later given bis first position as 
track walker. After long service in 
this he was stationed at Main street 
crossing, where he has since been, as 
watchman and gate-tender. 
John Manning has seen the Pan 


Handle grow from the insignificance 
of its early days to one of the most 
important of the treat railway sys- 
tems in the world. He has been one 
of the great army of faithful, hard 
working men who have made that ad- 
vancement possible, and the company 
has recognized its services.

will be much naore desirable. When 
this result shall be attained, tbe sugar 
tra1^ will, in my opinion, vanish, for 
the reason that the trust refines im- 
ported brown sugar, while all the 
American factories will finish the prod- 
uct and place it in entire readiness for 
safe on the markets.

in the production of tea in the United 
States.

D. White, son of the ambassador to 
Germany. Andrew D. White, commit- 
ted suicide. He had been suffering 
frcia ueurast&e&a. He went to a bath 
room at his home and snot himself in 
the head with a rifle. 


Frederick D. White was the only 


son of Ambassador White. He was 
born in Ann Arbor. Mich.. Dec. 15, 
1S53. He was educated at Cornell uni- 
versity and also in the university of 
Berlin, Prussia. He studied in Co- 
lumbia law college. New York, from 
1S82 to 1SS4. In the latter year he 
was admitted to the bar at Bingham- 
ton. X. Y-, and afterward practiced 
his profession in this city. 
Much of 


his time in later years has been de- 
voted to the management of property 
onaed by himself and father. 


About IS years ago, on completing 


his course at Columbia law college-, 
Mr. White bad a severe attack of 
typhoid fever, from which be never i 
recovered. Stomach and 
intestinal ! 


troubles resulted. Later his nervous • 
system became weakened and within ! 
a few years neuraesthena developed. ! 
A year ago he suffered a severe at- 
tack of the complaint. During the re- 
cent hot spell another attack of the 
disease came on. leaving him in a 
state of acute nervousness. 


Mr. White appeared to be in usual 


health Q;!ri== th« f,-n-f and attended to 
matters ot" business in the manage- 
ment of the White estate. He was 
alcne in tfco house with the servants 
during part of the afternoon. When 
Mrs. 
White returned she found Mr. 


White dead in the bathroom. A bullet 
from a rifle had passed through his 
brain and death had been instanta- 
neous. No one heard the shot 


Mr. White had been about town 


in the morning. He appeared bright 
and cheerful and it is believed he did 
not premeditate suicide. From the 
appearance of the body when found 
it is supposed he placed the barrel of 
the rifle in his mouth and discharged 
it with his foot. 


The announcement of Mr. White's 


death was received with great sorrow 
in this city, v.-here he occupied a 
prominent position in social circles. 
A cablegram announcing his death 
was cabled to Ambassador White.
